This apparently impossible feat
cun be performed io several places in the
Yosemite Valley, jost as there is s spot on
the Yellowstone lake, where you can stand
in ome place, throw a lioe into the lake on
one side of you, pull out a trout and cook it
in a boiling spring on the other side, with-
out taking the fish off the line or moving in
your position. ~

EVEN MORE INTERESTING.

But there is s point on the Denver and
Rio Grande that is more interesting to the
stodent of human natore and history than
the high mountains and the wild, pictur-

" esque scenery. It in the city of Salt Lake,

the ecapital of the Mormons, This muniei-
pality is pow in the bands of the Gentiles,
but some of the best of the latter admit that
it had to be doope so they quietly ‘and
shrewdly stuffed the ballot box. The Terri.
tory of Ultah at large is strongly Mormon,
and the pgreat Utah WValley, which was
transformed, by irrigation, from a sandy
desert into & beautiful farming country, is
dotied with the pretty homes and fruitful
scres of these polvgamons people.

The Mormons claim the next Governor,
and the Gentiles coneede to them, at pres-
ent, a good working majority. The back-
bone of the church, however, received a
rude whock when the Edmunds biil was
paseed, and since them it has practically
been broken. It iz now only &8 gquestion of
time uotil this sttange sect will be a thing
of the past. The law is rigidly enforced,
and the manner in which the United States
Marshals pounce down on the sly and uan-
suspectiog polygamist often makes that in-
dividual’s bead swim.

The Gentiles say that the penitentiaries
aud the jails are tull of these offenders, and
thst & long period of incarcerstion does not
make them stop their iniguitous practice.
1t is the opinion of leading Gentiles, also,
in Salt Lake, that polygamy is as prevalent
88 it ever was in the Territory, but it isan
exceedinply dificult thing to unearth the
vielators of the Governmental laws, BSena-
tor Edmunds is most cordhllzuhled by
these people, and his life has o threat-
ened should he show his face in Utah.

PAY BY THE WEEK.
A Proposed Change in the Sysiem
of Collecting House-Eenis.

IT WOULD NOT SUIT PITTSBURG,

Because Pecple Occupy Company Hoases,
and Are Paid Mouthly.

INTERVIEWS WITH REAL ESTATE M£N

A correspondent asks TEr DISPATCH
why the system of weekly rent collestions
could not be 1ntroduced into Pittsburg, in-
stead of monthly colieotions. In New York
and some other American cities the propo-
sition is being debated. Itis the rule in
EBogland and throughont the continent that
the poor shall pay weekly for their tene-
ments. American landlords, without the
authority of law, esmpel their tenants to
pay monthly in advance

Nothing could be more onerous {o poor
meo and women, who earn too little to save
much money. Itisillegal to make a person
pay for what he has not bad, and not one of
the warefully drawn leases of New York ten-
snts, says a writer, would stand examina-
tion by a competent court. To pay the rent
weekly, out of the weekly wages, would be
handier for all jconcerned and protect the
poor against many losses, anooyances and
vexations, The landlords -need no protec-
tion. They bave their reat in sdvance and
their bouses insured. A reporter of this
paper visited several rent collectors and ob-
tained their views on the subject.

ONE WHO FAVORS IT.

At the rent collection agency of Alles &
Bailey, on Fourth avenue, & member of the
firm said: “This is the best idea I have
beard of for & long time. It Is just the
thing for Pittsburg. There are lots of pro-
ple who come iu here perfecily honest, yet
not able to pay their rents because they wait
until the end of the month to pay their rent
and then find that other bills swallow up
the money. It's a dangerons thing for poor
people to put off rent. Baut let the system
be generally adopted of collecting rents
weekly and then it would train them into
saying money for each week’s payment.
It would prevent them from geiting too far
behind, and & person saved g:ndebl 158

blessed, We agents would all profic

y it, because while the clerieal labor upon
us would be greater our receipts would be
proportionately greater. Of course, this
idea would not chanfe the monthly system
for rents over §15 or §20, because when you
get up above that figure you have a tensnt
wealtby enoogh to pay a year's rent in ad-
vance rather than be bothered with weekly
collections. I would like to see the latter
system adopted, however, for the benefit of
the poor people.”” .

ANOTHERE WHO DOES NOT.

Mr. William A. Herron, of the firm of
W. A. Herron & Sons, resl estate agents,
suid: ‘‘Ob, this system of weekly rent col-
lections is entirely impracticable in Pitts-
burg. The better class of tenants would re-
fase to be bothered ‘with it, and as the
cheaper tenants live largely in the houses
of irom, steel and glass compaunies, and bhave
their rents deducted from wages, it could
oot effect them. But above all that, we real
estate agents could not put in force an¥ such
system. Just think of what & tremendous
amount of wdditional olerical labor
it would mean Jor wus! Why
even now the collecting of rents does not
pay ne.  After you count mup the cost of
clerk hire, bookkeeping, collecting, ete.,
you will find that our per centage is nearly
all gone. To increase the force of oollectors
in order to make weekly collections and to
expand our system of bookkeeping to so-
commodate weekly aeccounts instead of
monthly ones, would mean a large increase
io our office expenses.

‘. reason why the scheme would
not sucocsed jo Pitisburg,” countinped Mr.
Herron, 'is that & great many people re-
eeive their wages and sslaries non&ly or
else every two weeks. On onr books are
many tenants whose pay day does not ocour
nntil ¢he 10th, 15th or 18th of the month,

for us until then and we are compelled to
wait for them. How in the world eould
they pay every week? The monthly system
is the most wumiutnﬂmnul None
of the lost rents could be saved by the
weekly system for the resson that we wonld
then still have to find the standing of
tenants belore renting to them. Rascally
Itnnu”'ould still exist ander the weekly

system,

James W. Drape, real estate agent, said:
“I know this plan to be very popularia
Eongland. There the agents send their cul-
lectors around to tensuts every Saturday or
Mondsy, and they receive the small install-
d'uat then. In bas been their system

ments
for wesrs. The people know of
no other. But do mot imagine

that it would  suceeed in this
eountry, especially in Pittsbarg. I cannot
se¢ any benefit to be derived from a change
from the present m. Monthly rents
seem lo suit everydody here, and whils a
certain proportion of them are lost, there
would not be much saving through the
weekly collections. It would add to the
labors of landlord and ugent and they get
little enongh now as it is.”

WHAT TENANTS SAY.

The reporter talked to & number of ten-
spts out along Second avenue. They were
divided. One woman said: “We see
enough of thni real um:l egent now. If hﬁ

to coming sround every week we'
:auke him siek of it.”

Another tenant out that avenue, however,
thought he could be found with more money
on hands if the agent called every week for
rent. He believed that one reason why he
himsell has such hard work to meet hisrent
is that the money goes for other purposes.
He psys cash for many thiogs and
knows that the reut will not
be due for two, three or four weeks, and =0
lets ull the money slip thromgh his fingers.
“If the agent would come around every

" he said, ‘“*he would get the money
before I spend it."”

Anpothertenant believed the weekl
could not here, becnutse the buildin,
and loan ations sre so popular, =
the number of swaller tensnts who are
building their own homes is increasing
ararky-u In other words, he thought the
number of rent-payers in Pittsburg is small
in comparison with London, asd would pot
justify the introduction of the weekly
system.
